Father of Mrs. Van Sickler, 
Who Attended Inquest, 


Tells Details at New Or- 


leans—Slayer’s Mother Is 
Ill Here. 


Relatives of C. B. Van Sickler, a St. 
Louisan, learned Friday for the first 
time the details of how Van Sickler 
shot and killed Frederick Pierpont 
Shaw of New York at Black River, 
Honduras, after Shaw fr.ad addressed an 
improper remark to Mrs. Van Sickler. 

The slayer is the son of Mrs. Wil- 
liam H. Van Sickler of 5916 Von Versen 
avenue and a nephew of George H. Au- 
gustine, vice-president of the Carleton 


Dry Goods Co. The mother was too 111 
to be seen by visitors, but members of 
the family denied the Honduras affair 
tad anything to do with it. 

The news ame to St. Louis tn a 
dispatch frm New Orleans, where 
an interview was given by John Rip- 
linger, president of the American 
Fruit and Steamship Co., who ar- 
rived in New Orleans Thursday night. 
Riplinger is the father of Mrs. Van 
Sickler and attended the Coroner's 
inquest at which the fachs of the 
killing were developed. 

This testimony showed, .he_ said, 
that Shaw and Van Sickler quarreled 
over possession of the plantation 
house on the banana farm of the 
Central American Commercial Co. 
Shaw went to the house the night 
of June 3 and became abusive, it vias 
testified, but was pacified and in- 
duced to leave the place until the 
next day, when an amicable settle- 
ment was to be reached. 

According to Riplinger the next day 
Shaw again became a) ‘ve and once 
leaped to his feet wit. nm angry ex- 
clamation and reached for a belt at 
which he was carrying two revolvers. 
Mrs, Van Sickler screamed at this, and 
her father says, Shaw, turning to her, 
addressed her in offensive language. 

At this Van Sickler stepped into an 
adjoining Yroem, procured a gun and 
shot Shaw. The wounded man stag- 
gered out of the house and died 45 min- 
utes afterward. 

St. Louls relatives of the slayer. re- 
fused to discuss the affair further than 
to say they had not heard from Van 
Sickler. : 

Van Sickler was furmerly employed in 
the stockroom at the Carleton dry 
goods house. He went to South Amer- 
ica 10 years ago to leok after rubber 
investments of his uncle.

His hat and coat were found 
on the river bank at Penrose street by 
William H. Rocklage, 1120 Angelica 
street. 

Kkaufman was 42 years old and lived 
with his wife and six children, the olda-

WASHINGTON ROTEL 
EST ARRESTED, 
CALLS SELF BARON 


Richard Von Breitan Is Charged 
With Being a Fugitive From 
Justice. 





BOGUS CHECKS PASSED 


Man From New Orleans, Where 
Bad Paper Was Cashed, Ac- 
cuses Him. 


Protesting that he is the Baron Rich- 
ard von Breitan, son of Baron L. Wei- 
man von Bermer of the German nobil- 
ity, a mysterious prisoner who had 
spent the night on a4 holdover bench, 
indignantly denied at Police Headquar- 
ters Friday that he was @ confidence 


man and a passer of worthless drafts. 

A strange coincidence led to the arrest 
of the Baron at the Washington Hotel 
for a crime committed in New Orleans. 

Von Breitan for more than two months 
had lived at the Jefferson Hotel and had 
been a somewhat spectacular figure in 
commercial circles and in the after-dark 
cafe life of St. Louis. He boasted a 
large income and had many women 
friends. Business men who had met him 
were also impressed. 

Meeting in Hotel Lobby. 

The arrival in St. Louis of Joseph S. 
Otis of the Otis Mahogany Co. of New 
Orleans spelled disaster for the Baron. 
Three months ago a man known in New 
Orleans as Baron Richard von Breitan 
passed a $250 draft on Otis’ brother and 
business partner, Harry Otis. 

Joseph Otis came to St. Louis on busi- 
ness. He had no thought of trailing 
the Baron, and it was a coincidence 
that he went to the. Jefferson Hotel. 

As Otis was-registering, a tall. man 
clad in a cutaway suit and wearing 
nose glasses walked through the hotel 
lobby.... Otis looked. up.and saw him, 
For an instant the eyes of theimen met. 

Guest Changes Hotels. 

Looking over the register, Otis found 
Von Breitan’s name... When he sent: fils 
card to Von Breitan’s room, the answer 
came back that Von Breitan had left tho 
hotel and had ordered, that his mail. be 
forwarded to the Washington. 

Otis telephoned to Police Headquar- 
ters, saying that he h&d found in 8t. 
Louis the man who had passed a bogus 
draft for $250 on his brother and a simi- 
lar draft for $25 on the Gruenewald Ho- 
tel in New Orleans. 


The police had little difficulty in trac- 
ing Von Breitan. They learned, they 
said, that he had been cutting a wide 
swath at hotels and restaurants and 
that for several weeks he had been a 
salesman for the Marshall Bros. Auto- 
mobile Co. 

In this capacity he had demonstrated 
cars to many prominent citizens. and 
in nearly every case had attempted to 
establish - other business connections 
with his prospective customers, having 
an especial fondness for asking new- 
found friends to give him letters of 
introduction, the police say. 

Goeg to Station in Auto, 

Detectives arrested Von Breitan, 
Thursday night, as he was about to 
drive away from the Washington Hotel 
}in a big. touring car with a chauffeur. 
He was indignant and demanded that 
he be permitted to go to headquarters 
in his automobile. This request was 
granted. 

Otis confronted the Baron in Chief 
Allender’s office Friday. Shaking his 
finger at him, he said: “You tried to 
sting me, but you couldn’t. Then you 
stung my brother. Now I’m going to 
sting you.”’ 

The Baron admitted that he had been 
known under different names. Asked 
why he used the name Von Breitan 





when his family name, as he says, is

President Victorious in Oklahoma, South Caro-

CHICAGO, June 14--Ten delegates 
designated as supporters of President 
Taft were declared entitled to seats in 
the Republican national convention by 
the National Committee today as the 
net results of its hearings of contests 
prior to 2:30 p. m.

Ormsby McHarg, the Roosevelt 
contest attorney, started to tell what 
he thought was the “best evidence 
of veracity,” when A. M. Stevenson 
of Denver, holding the proxy of Com- 
mitteeman Barker of Alabama, ob- 
jected to “a speech by the counsel 
after his time had expired.” 

The committee enjoyed a lively 
minute’s interchange. Senator Borah 
said McHarg was “answering the 
question.” 

Heney broke in to refer to “gag 
rule in Colorado,” directing his re- 
mark to Stevenson. 

“I object to such a statement,” said 
Thomas L. Devine, of Odlorado, whe 
held the committee proxy for that 
State. “The gentleman is insulting 
Colerado when he makes such 
charges.” 

McHarg asserted his right to make a 
statement presenting evidence of the 
veracity of his witnesses. Chairman 
Rosewater declared he should have pre- 
sented his evidence during his time for 
argument, but McHarg proceeded to 
make a statement to the committee. 


The two Taft delegates, Joseph A. Gill 
of Vinita and J. W. Gilliland of Holden- 
ville, were then seated by the commit- 
tee, after a motion to seat the Roose- 
velt delegates had been defeated.

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HUGHES ELIMINATES 
HIMSELF AS DARK 
HORSE CANDIDATE 


Statement Issued, Following Talk 
of Him as Compromise Man 
for President. 

















NEW YORK, June 14.—Justice Hughes 
has put political ambition behind him 
and this morning this authorized state- 
ment was issued in his behalf: 

“Justice Charles E. Hughes of the 
United States Supreme Court passed 
through the city on his way to the 
Adirondacks. To friends who spoke of 
the reports from Chicago of the possi- 
bility of his nomination by the Repub- 
lican national convention as a compro- 
mise candidate for the presidency, he 
said that he was entirely out of politics 
and would not permit the use of his 
name under any circumstances, and 
that this must be regarded as final.” 

The statement was given to the news- 
papers by close friends of Justice 
Hughes.

Senator’s Offer to Seat Contest- 
ants Snapped Up Quickly by 
Gov. Hadley.

CHICAGO, June i4.—Senator W. Mur- 
ray Crane of Massachusetts is believed 
to have been unwittingly responsible for 
Col. Roosevelt's victory over the Taft 
forces in the Missouri contests. The 
Missouri score now stands 20 for Roose- 
velt to 6 for Taft, which insures the 
confirmation of Thomas’ K. Niedring- 
haus as national committeeman and the 
election of Roosevelt men on all the 
convention committees from Missouri. 

The story is that Senator Crane pro- 
posed a truce to Gov. Hadley and was 
worsted when he awoke to the real sit- 
uation. Senator Crane opened peace 
Overtures with Hadley after the Roose- 
velt delegates-at-large from Missouri 
had been seated by the National Com- 
mittee, 

Approaching Senator 
“I be- 
HMeve there are five district contests, in- 
volving 10 delegates to be selected from 
Missouri. Now, Governor, as I under- 
stand the situation, each contest in- 
volves a question of fact as to the ma- 
jority in each county convention. We 
haven’t time to go into.these details. 
What do you say to seating the con- 
testees in each case and letting the 
Credentials Committee of the conven- 
tion settle these controversies?” 

Gov. Hadley pondered a minute. Then 
slapping Senator Crane on the back, 
he said: ‘‘You’re on, Senator. I'll agree 
to that with the distinct understanding 


Gov. Hadles, 


‘that we do not surrender any of our 


rights before the Credentials Commit- 
tee.” 

Gov. Hadley smiled broadly as Crane 
acquiesced. Returning to the commit- 
tee room, Senator Crane put through 
the agreed program. On his motion 
the Taft delegates were seated in 
th Third, Seventh and Fourteenth dis- 
tricts. It was not until Otto Stifel and 
other Missouri Taft men made a vigor- 
ous howl that Senator Crane realized 
he had purchased a gold brick. The 
vote had been taken, however, and the 
first important concession of the Taft 
men on the committee was a matter of 
record.

BORAH FAVORED 


Idaho Senator’s Selection Likely, 
if Roosevelt Wing Controls 
Convention. 


GOV. HADLEY FAVORS HIM 


Effort to Get McGovern, La Fol- 
lette’s Man, to Withdraw, 
Not Yet Successful. 


BY J. J. MeAULIFF®S, 
Staff Correspondent of the Post-Dis- 
patch. 

CHICAGO, June 14.—United States 
Senator William EH. Borah of Utah is 
likely to be temporary chairman of the 
Republican national convention if the 
Roosevelt forces obtain control of the 
temporary organization. Senator Root 
of New York is the Taft choice. 

Gov. Hadley, before his departure for 
Missouri, urged Senator Dixon, the 
Roosevelt campaign director, to indorse 
Borah to make the fight against Root. 
It is understood Hadley was the tenta- 
tive choice of Col. Roosevelt, but it is 
believed he consented to withdraw the 
use of his name if it should be found 
that the Idaho Senator was @ more ex- 
pedient candidate. 

Faction Leaders Favor Borah. 

As between Senators Borah and Root, 
the Cummins and La Follette delegates 
are thought to favor Borah. According 
to the Roosevelt managers, it is de- 
clared that Borah enjoys the friend- 
ship of the Wisconsin and Iowa Sen- 
ators and has been allied with them at 
Washington in all their fights for pro- 
gressive legislation. 

The Roosevelt mengbelieve that the 
announcement of Senator Borah’s can- 
didacy will result in the withdrawal of 
Gov. McGovern of Wisconsin, who is 
being urged as the La Follette candi- 
date for temporary chairman. McGov- 
ern, however, has given no encourage- 
ment thus far to this suggestion. 

While the supporters of Col. Roose- 
velt declared that Gov. Hadley would be 
acceptable to them, they pointed out 
that both the Missouri executive and the 
other leaders in the Roosevelt camp 
foresaw the possibility of a_  three- 
cornered struggle that threatened to re- 
sult in Senator Root’s selection, if Mc- 
Govern remained a contender. 

Progressive Keynote Speech. 

A keynote speech by Senator Borah, it 
is argued, would be as pleasing to La 
Follette and Cummins as to Col. Roose- 
velt. Another point urged on behalf of 
Senator Borah ig that he is entitled to 
reward for his aggressive handling of 
the Roosevelt contests before the Na- 
tional Committee. 

With Roosevelt, La Follette and Cum- 
mins behind Senator Borah the Roose- 
velt domination, it is believed in wel]- 
informed quarters, would loom large on 
the convention horizon.

VOLCANOES BLACKEN 
SNOW CAPPED PEAKS 


Steamer Captain Who Saw Erup- 
tions 150 Miles Away Tells of 


Spectacle at Night. 


SEATTLE, Wash., June 14,—Capt. 
M. M. Jensen, of the Steamship Ad- 
miral Sampson, which arrived early 
today from Southwestern Alaska, saw 
the eruptions of Mount Katmai, 
Mount Redoubt and Mount Iliamna, 
from the bridge of his ship while at 
Port Graham at the western end of 
Kenai peninsula, 150 miles from Kat- 
mal, 

“Early Thursday morning we heard 
a heavy rumbling sound and later in 
the day terrific explosions’ like the 
booming of cannon,” said Capt. Jen- 
sen. “Harly Friday I saw a dense 
volume of smoke rising over Mount 
Katmal and smaller columng were 
issuing from Redoubt and Iliamna. 
The clouds spread over the sky, the 
sun appearing from the smoke like 
a ball of fire. Before we left Port 
Graham, a white ash, tinged with yel- 
low, began to fall. I noticed the ash 
contained much sulphur and before 
long the brass work aboard ship be- 
gan to show the effect of the acid. 
When we left Port Graham, the na- 
tives were greatly alarmed, although 
the fall of ash there was not heavy, 
the wind carrying it south of us. At 
night the sky above the mountains 
was red from the fire within the 
burning peaks. The snow on all] the 
peaks was blackened by the fall of 
ash,” 











Wireless Fails to Tell of Eruption, 

Probably Because of Gas in Air. 

WASHINGTON, June 14.—Wireless 
telegraphy, which has played an im- 
portant part in announcing to the 
world disasters of the sea, has so 
far failed in the case of the volcanic 
eruption at Kodiak Island, Alaska. 
Although both the Army and Navy 
have a chain of wireless. stations 
along the Coast and the Navy hag a 
station on the island, neither depart- 
ment has been able to communicate 
with the island or any of the Govern- 
ment vessels that are known to be 
within 300 miles of the disaster. The 
Kodiak wireless station was de-

BEATEN MAN SAYS

The fight for custody of Margaret 
Schweiger, 5 years old, has been re- 
newed by her mother, Mrs. Mamie 
Schweiger, in a habeas corpus suit :filed 
in the Circuit Court. The writ, which 
is mads returnable before Judge Grimm, 
is directed against Mrs. Eva Brown, 
wife of F. C. Brown, 4606 Louisiana ave- 
nue, who is the child’s aunt, and claims 
her by adoption papers alleged to have 
been signed by Mrs. Schweiger shortly 
after the death of her husband, Harry 
Schweiger, March 28.

The adoption agree- 
ment was explained fully before the 
mother signed it, Mra.

EVE OF ANOTHER 


Grafting at Philadelphia Hospital 
Brings Light to Man Blind 
Seven Years. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
PHILADELPHIA, June 14—After 


having been blind for seven years and 
his case given up as hopeless, Owen 
Harris, a machinist, is at the Medtco- 
Chirurgical Hospital today, his sight 
restored by one of the most daring op- 
erations ever attempted. The tissues 
from the eye of another man were 
grafted on the eye of Harris. 


Harris lost his sight when his eyes 
were burned in a flareback from the 
furnace in the shep in which he was 
working. Following the accident, the 
eyeball had only a glazed white sur- 
face. It was predicted he weuld be 
blind for life. 

Six months ago Harris went to the 
Medico-Chirurgical Hospital. It was 
arranged that when a patient came to 
the hospital with an eye so badly in- 
jured that it had to be removed, Har- 
ris would be summoned. On May 31 a 
patient arrived. His eye had been punc- 
tured. 

Before it was taken out Harris was 
summened and was placed on the op- 
erating table near the man whose eye 
had to be removed. The eye wags taken 
from the injured man and the eyeball 
stripped of the tissues, and these were 
placed over the sightless pupils of Har- 
ris. 

The eye upon which the experiment 
was tried was bandaged, and Harris 
was kept in a dark room for eight days. 
On the ninth day the bandage was re- 
moved and Harris could see a little 
from the eye operated upon. 

Harris is still at the hospital, await- 
ing the arrival of another patient who 
must lose an eye. When this patient 
arrives an operation upon the second 
eye will be performed, and the doctors 
think Harris will then be able to see 
about as well as he ever did.

VER SHORTAG 


Realty Left by Late Dealer Is 
Encumbered and There Are 
Other Claims. 


Following the announcement that a 
shortage of $40,000 exists in the accounts 
of the late Sylvester J. Fisher as ad- 
ministrator of the estate of Mrs. Mary 
C. Parker, those who have been inves- 
tigating Fisher’s affairs ‘believe he has 
left nothing with which to make good 
the loss. 

Fisher’s own estate consisted princi- 
pally of stock in his realty company 
and 62 pieces of real estate, most of 
which were encumbered heavily. Be- 
sides the Parker estate, others who did 
business with him have claims against 
his property, and all his affairs appear 
to have been badly tangled. 

Former friends say they do not think 
that Fisher, who was known as the 
“Dean of the Realty Row,” realized 
himself how badly involved his business 
was. Examinations of his books show 
he observed no cleanly cut dividing 
lines between his personal business and 
the business of his real estate company 
and this has made it difficult for his 
administrator to get things straightened 
out. 

The Mary C. Parker estate was the 
largest property Fisher handled. Mrs. 
Parker, who died in Denver in Aug., 1909, 
left property in St. Louis and St. 
Charles Counties values at $240,000. There 
were many bequests in her will to rela- 
tives and to charities. Fisher had charge 
of something more than $90,000 of the 
residue and it is in this that the large 
shortage has been discovered, according 
to a settlement with the Probate Court 
made by Fisher’s administrator, C. J. 
Robinson, Thursday.

Delegate Eugene Hale gave out a 
Statement Thursday, pledging himself 
to support the Peber bill. 

Lahiv’s Statement. 

A. delegation from the Associated Re- 
tailers waited on Delegate Lahiv Thurs- 
day afternoon and pressed him to vote 
for the Reber bill. Lahiv assured the 
committee that he would support the 
bill. He authorized the Post-Dispatch 
to make this statement: 

“It looks like I shall vote for the 
Reber bill. The people want the bridge 
completed. They are tired of all this 
' foolishness resulting in costly delay. I 
am in favor of passing the Reber bill, 
and then putting the approach up to 
the people. If they don’t want it they 
can reject it. I understand the bill, 
pending in the House of Delegates, pro- | 
vides for an elevated structure over the 
Terminal tracks in East St. Louis.

Meat Prices. 


NEW YORK, June 14.—The militant 
crusade being made by tenement house- 
‘wives, against kosher butchers in an at- 
tempt to lower the price of meat has 
@pread from Brooklyn to the East Side, 
Harlem and The Bronx. Several butch- 
ers in Harlem and the Bronx were 
forced to close their shops yesterday to 
protect them from mobs of women.

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TRAPPER DIES AND | 
BEARS DRAG BOD 
FROM HIS CABIN 


Believed to Have Shot Himself 
by ‘Accident and Staggered 
to Home. 


COLUMBIA FALLS, Mont. June 14 
—The body of &@ man found in the 
North Park country has been identi- 
fied as that of Edward Link, known 
among his associates as “Slim.” Mr, 


Link left Ike Chance’s cabin May 4 
to do some trapping on Kushenehn 

Creek, in Canada, taking a dog with 
him. The dog returned May 14, 
arousing the suspicion that harm had 
befalien Link. 

Ike Chance and Mr. McGill set out 
for the cabin on the Kushenehn, 
where he had been camping. Food 
was found on the table, covered with 
mildew. The dog seemed disturbed 
on approaching the cabin and whined 
The men found in the 
cabin Link’s overalls and two shirts, 
blood-stained and with a bullet hole 
in each garment below the waist 
line. Plood stains were also found 
upon the bed'and floor. About 200 
yards from the cabin were found his 
hip bones and a short distance from 
this was the skull. 

A bear pen was found about 50 
feet from the cabin, in which his re- 
volver was lying. Two nails driven 
in a log lying across the entrance 
and a string nearby showed that the 
revolver was set with muzzle tilted 
‘upward, so that any attempt of a 
bear to get at the bait would pull the 
trigger. 

It is supposed Link went out to 
the pen without his shoes, as they 
show no signs of blood, to get his 
revolver, and bending over to un- 
fasten it) accidentally discharged it, 
the bullet entering his own body. 
Evidently he returned to the cabin 
after he was shot, removed his 
clothes and fell upon the bed, where 
he died. Numerous bear tracks 
around the cabin lead to the belief 
that bears tore down the canvas that 
served as a door and dr.gged the 
body out.

When Commotion Arises 
Among Visitors Here. 





Husbands Attend to Details 
While Easterns Stop in St. 
Louis for -Auto Ride. 


The 100 @ubwomen of the New York 
and New Jersey delegation en route to 
the biennial convention of the General 
Federation of Women’s Clubs in San 
Francisco scarcely had alighted from 
their special’ train when it became plain 
to all who awaited the arrival of the 
special at the Union Station Wednes- 
day evening that there was a “boss” 
in command of the delegation. 

The women’s boss seemed to be en-, 
joying the same prerogatives and pres- 
tige as the men bosses of the delega- 
tions that now are starting or prepar- 
ing to start from every state in the 
Union to the national conventions at 
Chicago and Baltimore. 

Train Splendidly Equipped. 

A caucus had been held on the train 
(which consisted of three state coaches, 
two Pullmans, a dining car and a bag- 
gage car, and which is reputed to be 
the most splendidly appointed train. that 
ever left the East for the Golden Gate), 
and it resulted in the indorsement of 
Mrs. Philip N. Carpenter for president 
of the Federation to succeed Mrs. Philip 
N. Moore of St. Louis. 

The indorsement was unanimous and, 
according to delegates, confirmed 
Miss Mary Garret Hay in her position 
as boss of the delegation. Mrs. Carpen- 
ter is Miss Hay’s personal candidate for 
the presidency. Miss Hay is presiden: 
of the Equal Suffrage League of New 
York City and former president of the 
State Federation of Women’s Clubs. She 
admits she is boss of the delegation now 
en route to California and the delega- 
tion admits it, too. 

With Boss Hay when she alighted 
from the special was Mr&. Philip N. Car- 
penter of New York, the boss’ candidate 
for president to succeed Mrs. Philip N.! 
Moore of St. Louis. Of course there 
were also with the boss approximately 
100 other delegates, but they were not 
right under the boss’ wing like the can- 
didate for president. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter saw the boss 
and the candidate for president together 
after they had returned from an auto- 
mobile ride. He asked if it were so, as 
was generally discussed by the delegates, 
that Miss Hay was the boss of the dele- 
gation. 

Boss If yeu Wish to Call It. 

“You mean our leader,” responded 
Mrs. Carpenter. “Yes, certainly, she is 
the boss if you wish to call it that, and 
T am her candidate for president. 

“She is the candidate of the New 
York delegation,” corrected the boss. 
‘We held a caucus oh the train and 
indorsed Mrs. Carpenter for president. 
I presided at the caucus and the vote 
was unanimous.” 

Asked whether she was the progres- 
sive or the conservative candidate for 
the presidency, Mrs. Carpenter replied 
in very decisive tones:

WHO NEXT? 

In Tuesday’s Post-Dispatch we asked which 
one of the 13 members of the House of Delegates 
who voted against the Associated Retailers’ bill, 
proyiding for the Reber approach extension, 
would assure prompt bridge completion and thus 
serve the public welfare by charging his vote. 

Eugene Hale, Delegate from the Twenty-fifth 
Ward, was the first to respond with a pledge to 
vote for the reconsideration and adoption of the 
bill. Mr. Hale declared he was in favor of the 
Reber approach, but thought that the location 
of the approach should be defined in that ordi- 
nance or another relating to the vacation, of 
streets and alleys. He was convinced that in 
this crisis the Associated Retailers’ bill should 
not be delayed, but that a supplementary meas- 
ure should immediately follow its passage. 

Today Delegate Lahiv of the Sixth Ward an- 
nounces that he will help the cause of prompt 
bridge completion by voting for the Associated 
Retailers’ bill. We congratulate Mr. Lahiv on 
taking the part of wisdom in this crisis in the 
building of the people’s bridge. 

A House bill similar to Council bill No. 95, 
which was killed, providing for the vacation of 
streets and alleys, is now pending in the House. 
That bill can be amended in accordance with 
Mr. Hale’s plan and passed. Undoubtedly the 
Council will accept the amended Dill.

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THE UNIT RULE AT CHICAGO. 

Only one of the contests at Chicago involves 
an issue of greater permanence and importance 
than votes for Mr. Taft or Mr. Roosevelt. That 
one is a contest from California. 

Under the presidential primary laws of several 
of the states the unit rule is forced, not only on 
Democrats, who now countenance it reluctantly, 
but on Republicans, who repudiated it more than 
thirty years ago. Unfortunately, primary results 
in most of these states made it impossible to 
bring the violation of Republican principle di- 
rectly before the Republican national convention, 
Mr. Taft, for instance, lost all the congressional 
districts of Maryland, as well as the State as a 
whole, so the outcome happens to be the same as 
if the Maryland law recognized the congression- 
al district as the unit. 

But in California there is a district Mr. Taft 
carried, and the National Committee has validat- 
ed the title to seats of the two Taft delegates 
from the district, rather than that of two Roose- 
velt delegates who base their election on the 
State-wide vote. By following the committee’s 
example, the convention next week can vindicate 
a vital principle at the inconsequential cost of a 
change in two delegates only. 

State primary laws already vary greatly. Un- 
less the tendency is checked, legislatures may we 
expected to shift on the eve of presidential elec- 
tions from the district unit to the state unit, and 
vice versa, as favorite candidates may be bene- 
fited. In the absence of a Federal law, national 
conventions, as the judge of the qualifications 
and. election of their own members, are now the 
only authority that can enforce uniformity. They 
should: not neglect the duty. Republicans should 
not make an inglorious return to the unit rule 
just as Democrats are fighting to abandon it.

The oxygen, after it enters the lungs,

Schools and school physiologies teach 
us the importance of sleeping with win- 
dows widely open. At night the body 
is constantly giving off waste matter, 
which fills the air of the room, cutting 
off- the necessary supply of fresh alr 
and oxygen.
